Penn  squares  At  each  quarter  of  the 
city  he  likewise  put  other  open 
spaces,  the  squares  known  as  Franklin, 
Logan,  'Rittenhouse,  and  Washington.

As  a 
work  of  art  and  of  architecture  it  has  not 
yet  been  honored  as  it  deserves.  But  it 
now  impresses  every  visitor  to  the  (Quaker 
City,  since  the  Pennsylvania’s  addition  to 
town  is  the  fine  station  on  the  corner  of 
West  Penn  Square  and  Filbert,  directly 
across  the  way.  Thus  Philadelphia’s 
great  railroad  goes  into  the  very  heart  of 
the  place  by  an  elevated  roadway  which 
is  permanent  and  entirely  free  from  re¬ 
proach. 

1  like  Philadelphia.  It  is  so  quiet, 
so  pleasant,  and  so  neighborly.  The  very 
street  sweepers  have  birch  brooms 
and  big  watering-pots  and  gather  the  dirt 
in  heaps  (“corporation  orphans”  they 
call  them)  in  a  decidedly  rustic  manner. 
It  is  a  great,  good-hearted  city,  where 
people  who  never  saw  each  other  before 
recognize  the  marks  of  nativity  at  a 
glance.

Back  in  such  a  store  you  ma$  often  per¬ 
ceive  a  young  woman  sewing — not  driven 
to  death  and  dashing  through  the  seams 
for  dear  life,  but  pleasurably  ticking 
away  on  a  “  Light-running  Drumstick/* 
or  somefother  sort  ©fa,!'  family  machine.1 
It  gives  one  a  feeling  of  ease  and  rest. 
Philadelphia  women  do  not  look  like 
the  Eastern  women  at  all.  Away  down 
East  they  think  and  think  and  attend 
schools  of  philosophy,  and  that  keep* 
down  the  avoirdlipois.  But  the  Phila¬ 
delphian  ^doesn’t  trouble  herself  much 
about  anything,  or  trouble  anything 
much  about  herself.  She  is  a  plactat 
uxor  and  a  placidissima  puella. 

I  made  it  a  part  qf  my  business  to  search 
out  some  people  \rhom  I  wanted  to  sea, 
and  as  they  illustrate  another  point  in 
Philadelphia  life,  u  may  as  well  speak  of 
it  here.  The  gentleman  is  a  clerk  on  a 
moderate  salary— such  a  salary  as  would 
hardly  get  him  comfortable  “flat’’  in 
New  York.  If  he  were  in  New  York,  he 
would  be  a  flat  to  live  in  a  “flat,”  and 
ought  to  come  to  Bloomfield  and  have  air 
and  society  and  comfort  and  a  decent 
house.  In  Philadelphia,  however,  he  can 
have  a  nice  little  house,  in  a  good  part  of 
the  city,  with  all  the  conveniences  and 
even  the  luxuries  of  life,  and  with  privacy 
and  some  degree  of  space.  In  five  mi¬ 
nutes  I  walked  from  his  house  to  the 
Zoological  Gardens.  And  here  I  a  in,  under 
a  tree,  with  a  lovely  breeze  blowing,  writ 
ing  with  a  blessed  caliigraphic-spill-ink- 
in-your-pocket  pen  upon  a  book  that  lies 
on  my  knee.

The  company  purchased,  however,  a  large 
additional  tract  of  land.  You  can  go 
over  on  the  grass  dnd  have  a  nice  seat.  1 
have  one  now.  No  one  is  near  me.  One 
man  has  stopped  to  get  a  match;  another, 
with  some  ladies,  wants  to  know  the  way 
to  the  Belmont  Place  in  Fainnount. 
There  is  a  tulip-poplar  with  thick  leave* 
which  keeps  off  the  sun.  There  is  a  good 
restaurant  over  where  the  lions  are,  and 
they  (thtO'qople,  not  the  lions)  have  good 
ice  cream— as  I  know  by  experience.  I 
shall  further  experience  it,  and  then 
take  the  Pennsylvania’s  train,  arrive 
at  Broad  Street,  and  visit  the  delight¬ 
ful  Philadelphia  Library  at  Locust  and 
Juniper.
